Washington. Feb. 27.—The wom- 


an's suffrage or 19th amendment, 
was today declared constitutional by 
the supreme court. 
. The supreme court dismissed for 
want of jurisdiction the suit brought 
by Charles S. Fairchild of New York, 
who sought to challenge the consti- 
tutionality of the amendment. 


The women suffrage or Nineteenth 


amendment to the constitution was 
challenged in the supreme court in 
proceedings instituted by Charles S. 
Fairchild of New York, for himself 
and in behalf of the American Con- 
stitutional League, to enjoin the sec- 
retary of state from issuing and the 
attorney general from enforcing a 
proclamation declaring the ratifi- 
cation of the amendment, and by Os- 
ear Leser and Other citizens of Mary- 
land, constituting an organization 
known as the "Maryland League for 
State Defense." 
The former pro- 


ceedings were based on tho ground 
that the amendment had NOT been 
validly adopted, and the latter that 
the amendment was unconstitutional. 


The federal courts in the District 


of Columbia and the state courts in 
Maryland, where the cases, respec- 
tively, were originally brought ruled 
against the objections.to the amend- 
ment?. In the oral arguments in the 
supreme court in the Fairchild case. 
the government contended that the 
secretary of state having issued the 
ratification proclamation there was 
nothing to restrain, and that the case 
therefore become moot, NOT pre- 
senting a controversy for judicial de- 
cision. In the Leser case, the gov- 
ernment acknowledged that the pro- 
ceedings had been instituted by vot- 
ers who had sufficient interest to 
varrant their presence in court, but 
hat the issue raised was political, 
me for decision by congress or for 
settlement in some other avenue 
ban by adjudication in the courts. 
\Vhile the State of Maryland bad 
efused to ratify the amendment, it 
vas pointed out the state also re- 
'usod to question its constitutional- 
ly.The power of congress to propose 
:he amendment to the state legisla- 
.ures for ratification was assailed 
iy its opponents on the ground that 
the people reserved to themselves 
n their state constitutions the right 
to regulate suffrage^ and that the 
federal government

BOYS WILL BE BOYS. 
But they don't need to be juvenile delinquents. Boys are not nat- 


urally inclined to l>e bad But they are naturally inclined to be husy. That 
beins bu^y may take tho course of violating the traditions and conven- 
tion* of their ciders unlejs their olders see to it that the training is in the 
direction of ri(,'!it, true, manly ideals. 


Most, juvenile delinquency finds it roots in adult thoughtlessness. Tho 
boy wants to be busy, but the older people are too busy to help him. 


The tension of tho boy and the Inattention of the man lead to mis- 


takes on the part of both. Tho result is unpleasant to both. The public 
also suffers. The Boy Scout movement is the ounce of prevention that is 
worth more than the pound of cure. 


BOY ALL OVER. 
The Eoy Scout movement is just "Boy all over." It takes that orig- 


inal instinct of the boy to be busy and supplies the things to keep him busy. 
It gives the boy all the liberty compatible ivith developing true manhood. 
it utilises the things that boys want to do. It is built from the ground 


up on tho constructive basis. .Negatives are turned into positives. The 
boy is shown the "Why" of the things he does. Body, mind and soul are 
exercised in clean, straight living. The boy wants it. There are practi- 
cally no des' rters among boys who once join, if proper leadership is pro- 
vided to keep them in the movement. 


IT IS AMERICAN ALL OVER. 


Scouting is based on the idea of education, which is pre-eminently an 


American ideal. It is scientific education, for it begins with what the boyg 
know and goi-s from that 10 thiiiRs they ought to "know. 


It does things that the schools can't do and that .Sunday schools can't 


do. And yet the whole force of it is to increase tho boy's "interest in the 
things that the schools can do and the things that the Sunday schools are 
doing.

Boys are "motor-minded," They -want action. They don't want to just 


sit and li.iten. But they will listen intently it" what they hear is related 
to what they are going to do a little later. "That is where" the scout teach- 
ing ties up with what the schools and Sunday schools want him to think 
about. 


Kver since our Colonial fathers planted the little red school-house on 


the Xew Kngland hilly, it has been our American ideal to provide for our 
coming generations. The importance of the boy has never loomed larger 
than it does right after the Great War The need of efficient education 
and American ideals has never been so thoroughly recognized. "We must 
omit no opportunity for moulding the character of our boys along these 
lines. 
The Boy Scout movement is one of the greatest of these oppor- 


tunities. 


ABSOLUTELY NON-SECT ART AX. 


Recognition of God and service to Him are fundamental in scouting, 
but the movement is absolutely without any sectarian bias. Wherever it 
is practicable troops are organr/ed in connection with churches of all de- 
nominations. If a scoutmaster is available in that church, he is at once 
put in charge of that troop. No boy is trained away from the thought 
of his own religion environment. This is attested by clergymen and offi- 
cials of all churches. • There is no guess-work about it. Scouting plays fair 
with the church. 


ABSOLUTELY NON-MILITARISTIC. 
The Constitution and By-Laws of the Boy Scouts of America also for- 


bid involving the organization in any matter of political character. There 
is no effort to train the boy away from his own political home environment. 
The scoutmaster has no more to do with politics than the school teacher 
or the Sunday school teacher. 


The question is often asked as to whether the Boy Scout movement 
gives military training. Tho answer is a decided "Xo." But there are 
certain things as essential to civic uprightness and moral integrity as they 
are to military discipline which are taught. 


Scouts do not carry guns nor are they taught tactics distinctly mili- 
tary in character. But the scout movement emphasizes tho voluntarily 
assumed. He is taught that his own oath involves obedience to discipline 
that he may gain efficiency. Precision of action is balanced by training to 
personal resourcefulness. Above all the boy is trained to courage, loyalty, 
truth, and manliness. These things every man needs outsido military life 
as well as in it.
